The capture of Fortress Loma was 
effected at noon under command of 
General Arcenio Cruz, who took the 
position by strategy in the absence 
of the commander. Other leaders of 
the revolutionary movement are Adam 
Canton and Salvador Castrillo. All 
are prominent conservatives, but are 
of the faction opposed to the pres- 


ent government. ~

can minister sent a letter to the com- 
mander of the rebellion troops. The 
reply stated that the rebels were 
friendly to the Americans and that 
their purpose was to cause the resig- 
nation of the president and a change 
of the present cabinet.

congress should immediately settle the 
entire problem of disposing of the gov- 
ernment’s latent war project.

“one of the major streams” of the 
country, the speaker asserted that de- 
velopment of Muscle Shoals and other 
result in the

“would be of importance so far-reach-

1,560,000 Horsepower.

Washington, May 22.—(By Consti- 
tution Leased- Wire.) — Republican 
leaders from all over the United 
States, including several ultra-admin- 
istration senators, are in executive 
conference in Washington today and 
will continue it tomorrow in an effort 
to appraise the result of the alleged 
war contract scandals, with their va- 
rious ramifications, in the fall elec- 
tions, and to decide upon some imme- 
diate course for the department of 
justice, and particularly for Attor- 
ney-General Harry M. Daugherty. 
The Daugherty situation, with the 
extreme congressional fight on him 
being abetted by sensational docu- 
mentary disclosures, is most alarm- 
ing to the administration. If the at- 
torney-general emerges with his flag 
at the top of the mast he will be the 
hero of the Harding regime, but 
should he fail to do so, it is admitted 
by his closest friends that he will be 
more of a political liability to the 
president than Ballinger was to for- 
mer President Taft. In the mean- 
time, the barrage that is being fired 
at the political steerer of the Harding 
administration is increasing in vol- 
ume. n 
One ot the most important matters 
in these secret conferences is to de- 
termine whether Daugherty’s recent 
statement that democratic “high-ups” 
in the Wilson administration were 
guilty of war frauds was political 
or a mistake. The challenge } 
with which the democrats in congress | 
have met the charge by declaring they 
welcome the closest congressional — 
vestigu tion and will süpport the 
Woodruff- Johnson resolution, has 
thrown some of the republican chief- 
tains off their feet. It is known that 
President Harding has advised ex- 
treme caution along the lines threat- 
ened by Daugherty unless the attor- 
ney-general is absolutely sure of his 
ground. 
To Force Investigation. 
Wéodruff today suggested that re- 
publicans in the house who were not 
concerned as to whether Daugherty 
gained glory or discredit out of an 
investigation would take action to

He said they were put there 
on the advice of the city attorney 
that by so doing the city would save 
a large amount in damage claims by 
property owners along the route of 
tke bridge. 

Impediment to Traffic. 

Mayor Key agreed that he was 
right, that the underpasses block and 
impede traffic more than they faclili- 
tate it. He suggested that sentiment 
of property owners and citizens in 
business in the vicinity of the bridge 
be sounded at the next meeting of the 
commission. 

Widening, regrading and repaving 
of Courtland street, which terminates 
at the Washington street viaduct; 


nue, have been discussed for several 
months by citizens on those thorough- 
fares, who have organized and are 
working for the necessary city and 
county aid.

Following the bomb attack early Sun- 
day morning on Mayor J. Homer Di- 
mon’s home, the mayor today received 
two communications referring to the 
bomb attack as “our last warning“ 
and demanding that “you and Hinkle 
go at once.” One of the communi- 
cations, a letter. was unsigned, while 
the other, a postcard, was signed 
i kh 

“The Ku Klux Klan of Columbus 
knows nothing of the postcard signed 
K. K. K.,” stated Dr. W. F. Whitehead, 
a reputed leader of the local organ- 
ization, tonight. “We stand squarely 
behind the officials for law and order 
and are willing to offer a reward to 
apprehend the guilty parties.” 

Hinkle, referred to in the letter, is 
City Manager H. Gordon Hinkle, who 
was attacked the night of April 21 
on one of the principal streets of the 
city. In an anonymous letter received 
by the mayor April 22, the resigna- 
tion of the mayor and the city man- 
ager were demanded. 

Text of Letter. 

The text ot the letter reesived to- 
day by the mayor follows: 
| “We asked you to fire that blue- 
bellied Yankee and you did not do 
it. You see what we are going to 
We will get you both if 
you don’t fire him at onee. 

“This is our last warning. It will 
be too late for you when you find out 
who we are. Act at once.“ 

The following wag contains on the 
postcard : 

“This was merely a warning. we 
will get you next time. Damn your 
$10,000. You may offer a million 
dollars and still not get us. You 
and Hinkle must go and go at once. 
This is your last warning—K. K. K.”

There was not 
house in sight, but as we had passe 
a little clearing a few miles back, 
where there was a schoolhouse or 
meeting house, we thought they might 
be going to protracted meeting and 
that there was a feud among them. 

“As we climbed Old Scaley we met 
a woman on horseback, with one arm 
around a dasher churn, which she had 
probably borrowed, for in those primi- 
tive regions money was scarce and 
such things as were expensive were 
loaned from one to another, the bor- 
rower sometimes going long distances 
for her turn at the desired article, un- 
til, passing from one to another, it 
finally got around to the owner again. 
Farther on another woman came jog- 
ging along, — on a side saddle, 
her wide skirt and sunbonnet flapping 
in the breeze. She had been after a 
wash tub, We met a man who had 
several jugs in his buggy, and we 
asked if we could buy some syrup. 1 
was much amused when that man, in 
reply, asked my husband, a deacon in 
the church, ‘if he would take a nip.’ 

“Through the postmaster we got 
rooms in Highlands for light house- 
keeping, and with friends we made 
many trips to places within a few 
days’ ride. At one house where we 
stayed for several nights things were 
as primitive as among the first set- 
tlers. They had stout home-made bed- 
steads of rough timbers, not having a 
stepladder to climb up. We boosted 
each other up as best we could, and 
then we wondered if we could stay 
in on the high-piled mattress.

We took an all-day drive to White-

Tells of Pardon. 


The letter from Felder to Bailey 
set forth in detail how the pardon 
for Morse was obtained from former 
President Taft, and of the unsuccess- 
ful efforts to collect the $25,000 fee 
Morse had promised. It told also of 
statements of Morse promising an ad- 
ditional $100,000, and his declaration 
that he “would make us rich.“ 


One paragraph said: “. . His 
release was secured by and through 
the efforts of Hon. H. M. Daugherty 
and myself, and by no other indi- 
vidual, living or dead, on the earth 
or beneath it, standing on their heads 
or on their heels, sitting up or lying 
down.” 

Felder told how he was approached 
by Fred L. Seely, then owner of The 
Atlanta Georgian, and a friend of 
Morse, and asked to take the case. 


“Got in Touch.” 


“IT got in touch with Mr. H. M. 
Daugherty, of Columbus, Ohio, who 
stood as close to the president as any 
other lawyer or citizen in the United 
States, interested him in the case, 
agreeing to divide with him any com- 
pensation that I might receive,” Fel- 
der wrote. 

He told how Morse paid $6,000, and 
agreed to pay $25,000 more if he were 
freed, and finally offered $100,000 for 
his liberty. Then Morse was ex- 
amined by a board of physicians, ac- 
cording to Felder, who found his con- 
dition was not serious, But another 
board of military doctors found dif- 
ferently. 


Order Delayed. 


Delay in issuing the order for the 
release of Morse, Felder wrote, caus- 
ed an appeal to be made to John R. 
McLean, a personal friend of 
Daugherty, and also of the president 
and attorney-general. Mr. Mclean 
took the matter up actively,” Felder 
stated, and the order was delivered, 
and transmitted to the penitentiary. 

Then Felder tried to collect his 
$25,000 fee, and it was promised by 
Morse. But “a few days thereafter 
he went to New York, and instead of 
sending a check for $25,000, or any 
other amount, he sailed for Europe 
on an indefinite leave of absence.“ 


“Soap-Wrapper” Pay. 

Morse’s release, Felder said, caused 
stories to be widely printed that his 
health in reality was not bad, and that 
his freedom had been obtained by 
fraud. The consequence was that 
him to 
jail. But Morse and Daugherty, in 
discussing the matter with the attor- 
ney-general, took the position that if 
the order had been obtained by fraud- 
ulent means it would be necessary for 
the question to be submitted to a jury 
to determine the facts. 

Felder wént on to explain that he 
had made numerous attempts to col- 
lect from Morse, without success. All 
he ever received, he said, were worth- 
less “soa p-wrapper” securities in 
Morse’s company. 

Suit was not brought, he said, be- 
cause both Mr. Daugherty and myself 
felt that we had all the notoriety and 
newspaper publicity that we should 
in reason have in connection with this 
transaction.”

ufacturer. Officials of the power 
company, on the other hand, have 
steadfastly maintained their claims 01 
optional privileges and advised the 
congressmen that they would go to 
the courts, if necessary, to have the 
contractual obligations met by the 
government, 

Attacks Ford Bid. 

Mr. Cooper attacked the Ford pro- 
posal again today, testifying before 
the senate committee that its acceyr- 
unce for 100 years would result in 
a net loss to the government of $1, 
435,000,000. He appealed strongly, 
however, for legislation to complete 
the power projects and asked that 
$7,000,000 be appropriated as soon as 
possible to continue work on the Wil- 
son dam for a year. 

It was costing the government 
2,500 a day, he said, to keep various 
projects connected with the dam stand- 
ing in their unfinished stages. 

As personal representative of the 
ebief of army engineers, Mr. Cooper 
said he believed “congress would not 
be able to summarize the ton of evi- 
dence it had collected, pick the mis- 
iuformation from the information and 
take final action with respect to the 
proposals pending, in another eleven 
months.” 

Wants Check-Up.“ 

The only way for congress to act 
“without stumping its toe,” Cooper 
declared, would be to have the fed- 
exal waterpower commission appoint a 
board of fivé electrical, technical and 
business experts to go to Muscle 
Shoals and maké a “complete check- 
up.” © Their report would give con- 
gress the information to enable it to 
reach a solution of the problem, the 
witness said, adding that an appro- 
priation of $50,000 should be made for 
that purpose. 

“In that way,” Mr. Cooper added, 
“congress could act within six to nine 
months.” 

Department Explains. 

Secretary Wallace, in an author- 
ived statement presented by Dr. Rich- 
ard C. Tolman, said the agriculture 
department favored any development 
by private or government control 
which would insure the use of Muscle 
Shoals in making fertilizers. The 
secetary explained that Mr. Ford's 
was the only offer before congress 
when his statement was made recent- 
ly before the house military committee 
commending that proposal.

The money-raising effort this 
| week might be called a drive to end 


of Jewish war sufferers in Eastern 
Europe is concerned. For several 
years past, ever since the end of 
hostilities on the eastern battle 
front made communication possi- 
ble, it has been necessary for Jews 
in America, with the aid of friends 
of other faiths, to raise large sums 
of money to save the lives of thou- 
sands of men and women and chil- 
dren made destitute by a combi- 
nation of war, revolution and reli- 
gious persecution. These thou- 
sands of people have been made, 
through no fault of their own, in- 
capable of self-support. 

It is the purpose of the campaign 
this week to procure the funds 
necessary for carrying ‘out irriga- 
tion projects, supplying agricultural 
machinery and implements, build- 
ing temporary dormitories, and 
otherwise providing for the first 
needs of the pioneers from desti- 
tute Russia and Poland who are to 
invade the “Promised Land” again 
after many centuries of absence 
and to make it again a land flow- 
ing with milk and honey. 

The British government holds 
the mandate of the league of na- 
tions for the territory, which was 
wrested by British troops from the 
hands of the Turks. The govern- 
ment is in sympathy with the move- 
ment and its high commissioner in 
Palestine is supplying the utmost 
in governmental cooperation. This 
is the first time in more than a 
thousand years that political condi- 
tions have made the restoration of 
Palestine possible. 

It is not probable that the resto- 
ration of Palestine will attract Jews 
in America, western Europe and 
other liberal and well- governed 
lands. The American Jew is con- 
tent with the “Promised Land” he 
has found. But to hundreds of 
thousands of Jews living in less- 
enlightened sections of earth, the 
broad acres on the banks of Jor- 
dan offer today no less opportunity 
than they did to the tribes of 
Israel wandering in the wilderness 
more than a score of centuries ago. 
More thousands of the faith are 
now in a de facto land of bondage 
in eastern Europe than-Were led 
out of Egypt by Moses. Theirs is 
a situation which onght not be per- 
mitted by twentieth century civili- 
zation. 


TO EXTEND DEMOCRACY. 


The house bill, pending in com- 
mittee, to confer the right of suf- 
frage and representation upon the 
residents of the District of Colum- 
bia, contemplates nothing more nor 
less than the extension of the priv- 


community that, though it is the 
hub of American democracy, has 
never had a voice in its own gov- 
ernment. 

This measure provides simply 
that the people of Washington and 
the District of Columbia shall have 
the right to elect a representative 
to serve them in the national house; 
and it ought to become law, as 
reports say it probably will. 

In fact, its scope might well be 
extended so as to give the residents 
of the capital the full rights of self. 
government that are enjoyed by 
other American communities. 
They are now governed by a 
commissioner appointed by the 
president of the United States. 
Regardless of the fact that they 
may Own property and are taxpay- 
ers, they have no voice nor vote in 
the matter of government. 

They have no voice even in the 
selection of the man who appoints 
their governor. 

In effect, Washington and the 
District of Columbia constitute an 
autocracy at the very seat of a na- 
tional government that is founded

A QUICK .CURE FOR IVY 
POISONING. 

Speaking from personal experience, 
I should say that having a gangrenous 
appendix removed is a pleasant pas- 
time as compared with having the 
seven-year itch for three days, and I’d 
rather have a complication of these 
trifling. afflictions than a mild attack 
of ivy dermatitis. The maddening 
thing about last summer’s ivy poison- 
ing is that the discovery of the quick 
cure for this catastrophe was an- 
nounced only when the last temper 
destroying symptoms were disappear- 


ing. 

Dr. Albert Strickler reports in The 
Journal of the American Medical 4s- 
sociation that injéctions of minute 
doses of the toxin of poison ivy into 
the muscles of a person suffering with 
a severe attack of ivy dermatitis brings 
relief to the sufferer within a few 
hours and cure within two or three 
days. This is certainly a gratifying 
discovery, for under ordinary treat- 
ment such an attack generally lasts 
some weeks and there is a pronounced 
tendency toward relapse and few suf- 
ferers escape without some secondary 
infection from scratching or careless 
handling. ‘In some cases of ivy poison- 
ing the victims make a fairly prompt 
and complete recovery under ordinary 
treatment, and then develop some ob- 
stinate skin trouble which persists 
for months and years. 

It is Dr. Strickler's practice to ques- 
tion patients as to whether they have 
been exposed to poison ivy or poison 
nume or both, and to use the toxin 
of one or both, according to the an- 
swer. If there is uncertainty, he 
uses both toxins, a mixture of two- 
thirds of ivy foxin and one-third of 
sumac toxin. From seven to fif- 
teen drops of the diluted toxin is the 
dose usually given, each 24 hours for 
two days, as a rule though sometimes 
the dose must be repeated daily for 
three or four days. Usually two injec- 
tions are all that is needed. The itch- 
ing is relieved within 24 hours after 
the first injection. Doesn’t that sound 
fine? It does if you've had it. At the 
time of the report Strickler had treat- 
ed 30 sufferers with this method, with- 
out any local applications or other 
treatment, and with a quitk cure in 
every instance. 

The toxin is prepared by the phar- 
macist, chemist or laboratory expert 
by extracting the fresh leaves of the 
poison ivy or of poison sumac with ab- 
solute alcohol, filtering and precripi- 
tating, The precipitate is dried and 
extracted in Soxhlet extractors for ten 
hours. The extract is dried at low 
temperature. The toxin is aay 
weighed and dissolved in absolute al- 
ol to which a certain amount of 
distilled water which has just been 
| sterilized b added, to make the toxin 
non-irritating. . 

Dr. J. F. Schamberg recommended 
the internal use of an extract of potson 
ivy for the purpose 5 r — 
ceptible persons against ivy soning. 
8 Schamberg’s formula is as fol: 


lows: 

Tincture (10 per cent) of Rhus Tox- 
icodendron, one part. 

Rectified Spirit; five parts. 

Syrup of Graune, enough to make 
100 parts. 

Take a uose three times a day after. 
meals, starting with two drops after 
breakfast, four drops after lunch, six 
drops after dinner, and increasing two 
drops at every dose till 18 drops are. 
reached, then take a teaspoonful once 
a day, for some two or three weeks. 
Take a few doses every two or three 
months, if exposed. Every dose in at 
least a wineglassful of water.

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Interstate Rate 


Plan Proposed 


At Hearing Here 


Effort Is Now Being Made 
to Harmonize Freight 
Rates. 


Establishment of an interstate rate 
echedule which will better harmonize 
with existing intrastate rates in the 
southeast is sought in an interstate 
commerce commission hearing which 
begun Monday at the federal build- 
ing, with D. M. Goodwyn, of Louis- 
ville, Ky., as the first witness. 

The hearing is expected to result 
in the solution of important rate 
problems which have confronted this 
section for some time. 

Mr. Goodwyn, who is state traffic 
manager for the L. & N. railroad, 
testified on behalf of the carriers, and 
outlined a proposed system for the 
fixing of rates in the territory. His 
proposal embraces the following: 

1. A mileage system. as the rock 
bottom foundation of all rate fixing. 

2. A fixed. definite percentage re- 
lationship betwene class rates, which 
will mean that every railroad will be 
called upon to completely change its 
present system of rates. 

3. Application of class rates in all 
directions. . : 

4. A general compliance with the 
section which provides no higher rates 
for shorter distances than for long 
distances.

Colonel Patterson is a veteran of 
the Boer war, of several minor cam- 
paigns of the British against hostile 
natives in Africa, and of the world 
war during which he commanded a 
unit of Jewish troops in the conquest 
of Palestine from the Turks. He is 
author of several books and was deco- 
rated by his government for distin- 
guished war service. 

Dr. Goldstein explained that the 
Keren Hayesed is asking a large sum 
of money to restore Palestine as a 
Jewish homeland, to build houses, es- 
tablish banks to finance the settlers 
from eastern Europe, to build modern 
roads and canals and to replant the, 
forests. The Jews of Russia, Poland, 
the Ukraine, and other near eastern 
and east European lands are eager 
to find a land in which they can live 
and build unmolested and will colo- 
nize the country by hundreds of thou- 
sads if opportunity is given. They 
are, however, for the most part desti- 
tute as a result of a long succes- 
sion of years of revolution, war, per- 
secution, drought, and famine and are 
not in economie condition to start 
life anew in the ancient abode of 
Judea without help from the outside. 
This help the Keren Hayesed pro- 
poses to provide.

Colonel Patterson, who spent esev- 
eral years in Palestine during and 
since the war, described briefly its 
possibilities. It is about the same 
size as Belgium, he said, and of equal 
potential productivity.

Judge R. E. Davison, member of 
the state prison commission, was in 
Milledgeville Monday conducting an 
investigation of charges made by J. 
Christie, of Macon, that Robert Lee 
Denson, an overseas veteran who was 
wounded and gassed in the world war, 
was brutally whipped and beaten at 
the state prison because he could not} 
work as a result of an epileptic fit 
which seized him. Christie made his 
charges in an article printed in a Ma- 
con newspaper. 

According to Christie the whipping 
of Denson occurred last week a few 
hours after Denson arrived at the 
prison farm. Denson had been con- 
victed in the Fulton superior court 
on a charge of stealing an automo- 
bile and was given a sentence of from 
one to five years. Denson is an At- 
lanta man and the warden ordered 
that he be whipped, it is said, be- 
cause he had a fit on his way from 
the farm to the prison and could not 
work. 

Judge T. E. Patterson, who was the 
only member of the commission at 
the capitol Monday, said Judge Davi- 
son was in Milledgeville investigat- 
ing the charges of Christie. Judge 
Patterson said the prison physicians 
are exceedingly careful about working 
men who are physically unfit and that 
where there is any doubt about the 
man’s ability to work he is permitted 
to remain in the prison, 

“A full investigation of the case, 
however, will be made by Judge Da- 
vison.”

Lesson No. 49. The Storage Battery as a Source of Filament Current. 
When the filament of a vacuum tube is heated by an electric cur- 
rent, there is an emission of electrons or smali charges of negative 


electricity. 


Up to a certain point the increase in current through the 


filament causes an increase in temperature and consequently an in- 
crease in the electron flow, but an excessive amount of current will 


result n burning out the filament 


and the consequent destruction of 


the valuable properties of the tube in the detection and amplification of 


the electric waves. 


A storage of “A” battery, as it is commonly known when used as a 
source of filament current, is usually a 6-volt battery of the lead plate- 
sulphuric acid type and is provided with a variable resistance for regu- 


lation of the amount of current supplied to the filament. 
The capacity of this battery may vary from 36 to 100 ampere hours, 
the ampere hour being a unit denoting the flow of one ampere through 


a circuit for one hour. Owing to 


the fact that the vacuum tube when 


used in a receiving circuit requires only a smal] amount of current, 


a fully charged battery will supply 


crrrent for a considerable period. 


The amount of current differs for various types of tubes and has range 
from 0.2 to 1.5 amperes, the proper value being recorded on the con- 
tainer in which the tube is purchased. 

The 6-volt battery consists of three cells connected in series, that 
is, the positive terminal of one cell is connected to the negative terminal 
of the next cell, with the result that the total voltage of the battery is 


the sum of the voltage of the individual cells, 


In this type of battery 


lead plates are supported in a dilute solution of sulphuric acid and 
when current from an external source is forced through the plates and 
solution, a change takes place in the plates and the battery stores up 
a supply of chemical energy. When the battery is connected to the 


filament, this chemical energy is released in the form of electric cur- 


rent. When fully charged and on open circuit, the voltage of the lead 


cell is slightly over two volts. 


Current may be drawn from the cell 


until the voltage falls to approximately 1.7 volts at which point is it 


considered to be discharged. 


The specific gravity of the solutionor leectrolyte is a valuable indi- 


cation of the condition of the cell. 


The normal specific gravity is 


usually given on the name plate of the battery and when the battery is 
fully chagred, should be from 1.215 to 1.260. The battery should not be 
discharged below a point where the specific gravity is 1.175. Due to 
natura] evaporation and heating of the battery with a consequent low- 


ering of the solution, it is necessary to add distilled water at intervals, 


so that the level of the electrolyte is always at least one-half inch ‘above 


the tops of the plates. 


The normal charging rate of the battery is marked on the name 
plate and this rate should not be exceeded, as current forced through 
the battery in excess of this amount causes buckling and short circuit- 


ing of the plates.

The suggestion recently made to 
employ radio in the teaching of Espe- 
ranto, while :t may lead to no definite 
results, nevertheless opens an interest-
